gross ton, Thus the total cargo 
loss during the last 12.) months 
amounted to $145,564,410. To 
these losses must be added — the 
huge replacement cost of the 
ships themselves, Based on cur- 
rent American shipbuilding rates 
the ship Josses of the last) year 
amount to approximately $1,500,- 
000.000. 


Total Losses 


According to the complete com- 
pilation of Allied) ship losses re- 
leased by the Associated Press on 
April 24, the total amount of ton- 
nage sunk in the war amounts tu 
5,651,481 tons. The value of the 
ships and cargoes involved to 
these total war losses, computed on 
the basis stated above, amounts 
to $1,893,246,135. 

These figures indicate the need 
for American help, whieh is now 
moving toward the extension of 
the neutrality patrols, 

Britain bepan the war with con- 
siderably more than 12,000,000 
tons of  ocean-going shipping, 
counting only vessels of 1,000 ton: 
orover, War losses have reduced 
this fgure to ubout 7,000,000 tons, 
but the London Beonomist estim- 
ates Britain's shipping has been 
increased by 8,000,000 tons ob- 
tained from Norway and other 
conquered countries, beside neu- 
tral charters, enemy captures, and 
mere recently by transfers of 
American shivs under the lend- 
lease programme, Thus Britain 
is believed to have at least 
15,000,000 tons of merchant ship- 
ping in operation at this time. 

In the United States merchant 
marine, actual and butiding, Bri- 
tain has a large reservoir of cargo 
tonnage which can be used to 
transport planes, guns, tanks, food 
and munitions to democracy’s 
frontline defences. 

The United States has more 
than 1,200 oceun-going merchant 
vessels, not counting lake or river 
tonnave, amounting to more than 
7,000,000 gross tons, About 450 
ships are under construction or 
under contract. At present there 
are 119 shipways: 143 are being 
built and plans for nearly 100 
more are underway. i 

According to the Chalrman of 
the United States Marine Com- 
mission this effort is “more than 
twice as great as any ever be- 
fore attempted. by this or any 
other country.” 

This statement probably applies 
to peacetime efforts, because the 
present shipbuilding vrogramme 
does not equal that undertaken by 
the United States in the World 
War, when the country’s 215 shin- 
ways ‘were—expanded—~to—1,284; 
During the peak of the World War 
programme ships, were -being 
turned out at the rate of nearly 
3.000,000 gross tons a year, But 
this peak was not reached’ unt!]

“The extraordinary increase in 
American troop transports since 
Many 1918 was a surprise,” says 
this German report, "In the mas- 
give reinforcements which — the 
Agmericans brought at the critical 
moment lies the significance of 
America’s intervention, Our hope 
ty bring about a decision through 
our 1918 offensive, before — the 
Americans could come in with 
great forces, was unfulfilled, The 
Americans arrived then in such 
numbers that the ending of the 
war unfavourably to us was in- 
fluenced by it.”

Britain's merchant ship losses 
In the last 12> months amounted 
to 4,158,986 tons, and the U-boat 
tell during March ran somewhat 
nbove the monthly average. What 
these. losses mean in terms 2f 
dollar-value of cargoes -to Say 
nothing of their intrinsic worth 
to a nation fighting for its life- 
can be computed with reasonable 
accuracy on the basis of a cor- 
rected average valuation of $35 a 
gross ton. Thus the total cargo 
loss during the Jast 12 0 months 
amounted to $145,564,510. To 
these losses must be added — the 
hnee replacement cost of — the 
ships themselves.

Total Losses 


According to the complete com- 
pilation of Allied ship losses re- 
lensed by the Associated Press on 
April 24, the total amount of ton- 
nage sunk in the war amounts to 
5,651,481 tons. The value of the 
ships and cargoes involved = in 
these total war losses, computed on 
the basis stated above, amounts 
to $1,693,246,195, 


These figures ind cate the need 
for American help. which is how 
moving taward the extension of 
the neutrality patrols 


Britain began the war with con. 
siderably omoure than 12,000,000 
fons of  ocern-foing shipping, 
counting oply vessels of 1,000 tom, 
or over. War losses have reduced 
this figure to about 7,000,000 tons, 
but the London Economist estim- 
ates Britain's shipping has been 
increased by 8,000,000 tons  ob- 
tained from > Norway und other 
conquered countries, beside neu- 
tral charters, enemy captures, and 
more recently by transfers of 
American shins under the lend- 
lease programme. Thus Britain 
is believed to have at least 
15,000,000 tons of merchant .ship- 
ping in operation at this time. 


In the United States merchant 
marine, actual and building, Bri- 
tain has a large reservoir of cargo 
tonnage which can be used to 
transport planes, guns, tanks, food 
and mun'tions to  democracy’s 
frontline defences. 

The United States has more 
than 1,200 ocean-going merchant 
vessels, not counting lake or river 
tonnage, amounting to more than 
7,000,000 gross tons. About 450 
ships are under construction or 
under contract. At present there 
are 119 shipways: 143 are being 
built and plans for nearly 100 
more are underway. 

According to the Chalrman of 
the United States Marine Com- 
mission this effort Is “more than 
twice as great as any ever: be- 
fore attempted by this or any 
other country.”

“The war was wor," he said, ‘‘des- 
pite the fact that we could not 
build ships fast enough to feed 60 
or 100 divisions.” 


It is evident from these state- 
ments that the decisive factor in 
the World War was the speedy 
impressment of all existing ton- 
nage. The report of the — official 
Reichstag committee investigation 
of the causes of the German col- 
lapse called attention to the haste 
with which ships were assembled 
pnd sent to France during the 
crucial months of the last — big 
Geimun drive verifies this point. 


“The extraordinary increase in 
American troop transports since 
May 1918 was a surprise,” says 
this German report, “In the mas-~ 
sive reinforcements which _ the 
Americans brought at the critical 
moment lies the significance of 
America’s intervention, Our hope 
to bring about a decision through 
our 1918 offensive, before — the 
Americans could come in with 
great forces, Was unfulfilled. The 
Americans arrived then in such 
numbers that the ending of the 
war unfavourably to us was in- 
fluenced by it.” 


This view should help to em- 
phasise that the present huge ex- 
pansion in American shipbuilding 
is secondary to the speed with 
which all available ships now 
aflout cun be pressed into service 
to bridge the oceans between 
America’s factories and demo- 
cracy'’s war fronts.
